‘aqidah (belief), ‘ibadah (worship), akhlaq (behavior), and mu‘amalah (dealing 
with each other). Each hadith is accompanied by an English translation, a 
discussion of the main subject matter, definition of key vocabulary, and exercise 
for the application of the knowledge acquired. There are four main objectives for 
the study of each hadith. As a result of studying this book the student should be 
able to: 

1. Read the forty ahadith in Arabic and English, 

2. Understand key vocabulary, 

3. Explain the main subject matter discussed in each hadith, , and 

4. Memorize the forty ahadith.

He heard the Prophet (peace be upon him) saying: “Whoever 

amongst you notices something evil, should correct it with his own 
hands, and if he is unable to do so, he should prohibit the same with 
his tongue, if he is unable even to do this, he should at least 
consider it as bad in his heart. This is the lowest degree of faith. ”

Lessons to be learned from the hadlth : 

1. One of the main responsibilities of the individual Muslim is 
to change the evil. 

2. A Muslim is not supposed to participate in an evil deed. 

3. Muslims are different in their abilities concerning changing 
the evil deed. 

4. Faith is in ranks. It increases through obedience to Allah, 
and decreases through disobedience to Allah. 

5. The true believer will object to the evil, at least with his 
heart so he will stay away from the evil deed as well as the 
doors leading to the evil deeds, otherwise he will expose his 
faith to the possibility of being lost.

3. When you are disturbed about something you are doing, and 
you do not want somebody to see you doing it, this in itself 
is an evidence that you are not supposed to be doing such an 
act. 

4. Whoever loves the Prophet (peace be upon him) with 
genuine love, he will follow his Sunnah and will not invent 
things in the religion.
